the outlay cannot be reduced to 
any great extent except by elimi­ 
nation of some of the programs. 
The President was said to hav e 
been told at a conference with Re­ 
publican leaders Tuesday that un­ 
less White House pressure is ex­ 
erted to speed up action, many of 
his proposals may be dumped.

Basically this reflects the thinking that 
creeping inflatio n will co ntinu e fo r a lo ng 
time. At first the law stipu lated that a so ­ 
cial secu rity recipient co u ld make no mo re 
than $50 a mo nth o v er his benefits. No w it 
is $100 a mo nth, and apparently g o ing 
hig her. 
This is a co ntentio n that mo st retired 


perso ns canno t liv e o n their pensio ns. 
They mu st co ntinu e to be earners to so me 
deg ree, and their o u tside earning s sho u ld 
increase fro m y ear to y ear to meet the in­ 
creased co st o f liv ing . The so cial secu rity 
pro g ram is dev elo ping ipto semi-retire­ 
ment, instead o f retirement, fo r many per­ 
so ns. 
A tax ing schedu le to su ppo rt fu ll retire­ 
ment fo r all co u ld be u nacceptable, and 
pro bably insu ppo rtable, becau se o f the in­ 
creasing ratio o f the elderly to wag e earn­ 
ers. 
Semi-retirement sho u ld wo rk well in 
these times which are called fu ll emplo y ­ 
ment. The real test will co me when a bat­ 
tle fo r jo bs is o n and the retired will hav e 
little chance to su pplement their pensio ns.

Social security law changes are intro­ 
duced in Congress at every session. This. 
time the main drive is forming to lower the 
retirement age for men to 62 and for wom­ 
en to 60. In retirement now they may earn 
as much as $1,200 a year on the side with­ 
out jeopardizing their social security pen­ 
sions. The proposed revision would boost 
that figure to $1,500, or more. 
Basically this reflects the thinking that 
creeping inflation will continue for a long 
tim e. At first the law stipulated that a so­ 
cial security recipient could make no more 
than $50 a month over his benefits. Now it 
is $100 a month, and apparently going 
higher. 
This is a contention that most retired 


persons 
cannot live on their pensions. 
They must continue to be earners to some 
degree, and their outside earnings should 
increase from year to year to meet the in­ 
creased cost of living. The social security 
program is developing ipto semi-retire­ 
ment, instead of retirement, for many per­ 
sons. 
A taxing schedule to support full retire­ 
ment for all could be unacceptable, and 
probably insupportable, because of the in­ 
creasing ratio of the elderly to wage earn­ 
ers. 
Semi-retirement should work well in 
these times which are called full employ­ 
ment. The real test will come when a bat­ 
tle for jobs is on and the retired will have 
little chance to supplement their pensions.

IO years this country has 
provided over 50 billion dollars in 
foreign aid. This year President

Unless the admin­ 
istration could find a way to bail 
itself cut, Congress was certain to 
cut the amount. 
There 
were 
obvious 
reasons: 
the economy mood in Congress; 
the fact that some members take 
a dim view of foreign aid any­ 
way; and protests from the peo­ 
ple back home against what crit­ 
ics of foreign aid call the “give­ 
away.”

NEW YORK IR — A plastic pill 
packed with a tiny radio is ready 
to tell the inside story of man s 
digestive tract. 
The one-inch radio station was 
demonstrated

Rockefeller Institute. 
A patient can swallow the pill 
with a drink of water. The radio 
in the capsule broadcasts informa­ 
tion as 
it 
passes 
through 
the 
stomach and intestines. 
A doctor holds a radio receiver 
close to the patient’s 
body 
and 
picks up the signals from inside. 
The traveling radio transmits data 
on muscular contractions and fluid 
or gaseous pressures. 
The radio is a 
tiny 
transistor 
oscillator. It has a life of from 15 
to 24 hours. 
The capsule takes from two to 
six days to pass through the boily.

“ This amendment to the constit­ 
ution would take away that home 
rule power,” he told the commit­ 
tee. “ The authority to fix a stand­ 
ard time for the entire state would 
be reserved to the Legislature.
